IMPLANTED IN SHOULDER. 


ASHINGTON BUREAU OF

sive Dispatch. ] Robert G. Brem- 
ner.

This is probably the largest number 
of tubes and most expensive quantity 
of radium ever used In a single opera- 
tion.

NEW ARMY RANGE FINDER 
_ INSURES ACCURATE FIRE. 


ASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—Upon 
W recommendation wf the school 

of musketry at Ft. Sill, Okla., 
the Army Ordnance Department has 
adopted a new range finder which is 
accurate In its record of distance 
within 2 per cent. up to 2800 yards. 
Fifty of these new devices have been 
ordered for use by infantry and 
cavalry regiments, as well as a dozen 
larger ones for use by the field artil- 
lery, and this number will be in- 
creased until there is one for each 
company of troops. By means of 
these new instruments, ordnance’ 
officers believe a considerable in- 
crease in the effective fire of troops 
in battle will result. 

Experts in the Ordnance Bureau 
point out that it ts impracticable to 
guess accurately at an enemy at a 
distance beyond 600 yards. The tests 
made by the officers who recom- 
mended the adoption of the new 
finders stimulated service conditions 
as closely as possible at distances 
from 200 to 600 yards for infantry

“LONG BEACH, Dec. 27.—Not 
thoroughly familiar with his auto 
presented to him Christmas by his 
sons, Walter T. Lioyd this morning at- 
tempted to turn the machine on the 
municipal docks, but threw the re- 
verse lever instead, and for the next 
thirty minutes there were all kinds of 
excitement on the dock.

and where the steam shovel now 
at work the entire San Fernando Val- 
ley from Glendale and Eagle Rock 
to Chateworth Park and Mulholland 
can be clearly seen. The Valley ap- 
pears like a relief map With every 
building and ranch sharply defined. 
The cascade at the head of the valley 
ean be readily seen, the Santa Monica 
Mountains and the distant peaks of 
the San Francisquite . 

Descending, the road will wind 
sharply near the mountain top, then 
pags through green meadowland and 
Oak Canyon to connect with the road 
already built by the commission on 
the river bottom. 

J. B. Lippincott, who was assistant 
chief engineer on the aqueduct and 
ua member of the Park Commission, 
has been in full charge of the Grif- 
fith Park improvement. He conceived 
the idea of making the park accessible 
by building a cenie road across the 
mountain crest and spent many weeks 
making a personal survey of the 
ground and figuring out the engineer- 
ing problems. His associates on the 
park board, and other engineers who 
have seen the read, give him credit 
for building a remarkably comfort- 
able scenic highway at a much lower 
cost than is ordinarily estimated. 

AVERAGE CosT LOW. 

The first mile of road was begun 
in October, 1911. It was built by 
mule teams and cost $7000. It was 
then decided to abandon that meth- 
od and buy a steam shovel. The 
change has been fully justified by the 
results, Some of the road, through 
hard rock cuts, has cost as high as 
$6000 a mile. Other sections have 
been built as low as $1500 a nile 
The average cost for the entire fif- 
teen miles is $3500 a mile. Thirteen 
miles had been completed up to last 
hight. The ftemainifig two miles wil! 
require five or six months more. 

The road at its narrowest is twen- 
1 feet wide, room enough for 
three vehicles to pass. It widens to 
fifty feet at the turns and other places 
where width seemed desirable. The 
roadbed is composed for the most part 
of decomposed granite and will wear 
for ages. The sufface will be of oil 
and crushed rock. 

When the road is completed it um 
encircle the park. om missioner 
Lippincott has endeavored to keep as 
lose to the western boundary in that 
portion leading up from Western ave- 
nue as possible. Wherever it could be 
done the road has diverged from the 
course that would be most naturally 
su d from an engineering view- 
point to preserve the natural beauties 
of the mountain. This idea has been 
persisted in to so great an extent 
that the road is undoubtedly 80 per 
cent. more beautiful in its immediate 
sufroundings than if it had been built 
purely for utility. 

It is proposed later to bulld a road 
from a point near the crest of the 
mountain acfoss the top of Bee Rock, 
on @ high-level loop elevation around 
the entire cone of the mountain, to 
commect with the south road that 
overlooks Tropico. 

Commissioner Lippincott and other 
engineers who have studied the situ- 
ation, believe the road ought to be 
continued along the crest of the range 
to Ranta Monica. Such a high-level 
highway Would not only be a fine ad- 
dition to the scenic highway across 
the mountains, but would serve aii 
* mountain distriet with water.

The deterrent value of punishment is in | 
direct ratio to the surety and promptness 
with which it comes. There is not a crim 
nal within the radius of the news dealing 
with the fate of John Bostick (or Ralph 
Fariss, rather,) but will be shocked into | 
a feeling of awe and respect for the 
law and its officers by the swiftness | 
of justice. There is no man who gambles. 
with crime for its reward but feels that his | 
chance of escape is worthy of the risk en- 
dured. Let that chance be reduced to the 
minimum and crime will proportionately | (ae 
decrease. 

The officials of Los Angeles county have 
earned high commendation for the effective | 
ness of their methods and the directness 
of their efforts. There has been no frump 
ery and red-tape, no pomp and spectacular 
show, so pleasing to the apprehended crim- 
inal whose vanity is bloated if a fuss is 
made over him. We doubt if ever before 
in the United States so short a time has 
elapsed between the crime and sentence of 
death, and to the best of our recollection 
there has never been so rapid a disposal 
of a similar case between the time of ap- 
prehension and the sentencing to be hanged. 

It is apparent that crime is receiving 
slight encouragement in Los Angeles. A 
Mexican attempted to hold up a bank at 
Eagle Rock and was captured a few hours 
later. An 18-year-old boy laid a careful plot 
and succeeded in killing a messenger from 
whom he took $20 and was caught in less 
than twenty-four hours. The LW.W.'s and 
associates started a riot and defied the 
police, and soon found themselves helpless, 
while many were locked in cells. | 

It is also significant that the more vicious 
crimes are being committed by boys and 
young men. Bostick was aged 23 years; the 
Mexican bank robber was but 18; the 
boy murderer also 18. There was no occa- 
sion for any of them to be desperate—they 
were not starving; they were not in pov 
erty. In two cases they turned to crime 
to secure money for a girl. They wanted 
to be “sports” and needed money.

THE PURSUIT OF RADIUM. 


To Secure It Means Enormous Work 
But the Price Has Been Reduced 
About 50 Per Cent, 

(Toledo Blade: ] The elusiveness of 
the memory of a trust magnate under 
examination is nothing to the shrink- 
ing evasiveness of radium in the ore. 
The scientific couple that first went 
after the element, having come upon 
one of its manifestations while at oth- 
er business, handled tons and tons of 
raw material, meseed over slimy 
messes by the hundreds of galiors, 
refined here, concentrated there, and, 
in the end, got something which held 
the same proportion to the mineral 
from which it came that the needw 
holds to the haystack. 

Since then improvements have been 
made in processes, short-qits, and the 
finding of material more hishiy 
charged with radium. Rut the radium 
chasers still have to pursue it from 
Greenland’s icy mountains to Indias 
glimpse of ite fying skirts. Prices, we 
believe, are about half what they were 
a few years ago. But they are yet 
so high that not even a pampered sor 
of sudden wealth carries radium 
around for the purpose of vulgar d 
play of riches. When a scientific in- 
stitution lends a little vial of radium 
to a neighboring inatitution it has to 
coral strands before ever they catch « 
be protected by a bond as big as a 
king’s ransom. Medical schools abroad 
have hinted that millionaires could 
win a great name as philanthropists 
by endowing science with, say, twenty 
grains of radium. And the miliion- 
alres have not taken the hint. 

There are people living who re- 
member when aluminum was « cu- 
riosity, extremely rare and just as 
costly. It may be that rac'um will 
go through much the same course 
aluminum has gone, rich deposits of 
ore being opened up and processes be- 
‘ing simplified. Scientific patience and 
ingenuity have a record for winning.

At the 
present time, as you are aware, there 
ia no uniformity, and what was in- 
tended as an ornament in most caser 
ia the reverse. 

It ie the desire of a large organ- 
ization composed of representatives 
of the city and county to in every 
way possible interest citizens and real 
property owners to assist in beautify- 
ing the city and making it attractive

“If your honorable body favors the 
adoption of this plan, a strong appeal 
should be made to every real property 
owner in the city of Los Angetes to 
assist in a financial way to provide 
employment for the needy, and at the 
game time beautify our city. Those 
who are willing and able to assist 
could pay to the City Tax Collector. 
who should receipt for and keep a 
record of all amounts received, and 
the city could disburse this money 
for the purposes for which it is in- 
tended, as all public moneys are dis- 
bursed. 

“I am of the opinion that the Coun- 
cil should pass a resolution request- 
ing the County Supervisors to assist 
the city financially or otherwise in 
furnishing employment to the needy 
in this time of stress. I would fur- 
ther recommend that great care shail 
be exercised in not paying a wate to 
those given employment that will at- 
tract labor to come here,*as the em- 
ployment furnished by the city in this 
emergency ig only to assist until m.

Smith and others have discovered 
that. Japanese rice is the variety best 
adapted to the soll and climatic con- 
@itions of Kern county. Jesse Peters, 
who hase assisted Smith, and 
others in their experiments, is giving 
@ special study to rice pulture. 

“The ranchmen around Wasco are 
theroughiy convineed that they can 
grow rice profitably,” Smith said yes- 
terday. “Twenty or more are prepar- 
ine to t rice the coming season. 
That indicates that they will very soon 
have enough acreage to justify the 
bufiding of a rice mill. Some of the 
ranchers already have ordered special 
machinery for planting and hervesting 


rice. 

“The soll te the district seems to be 
ideal for rice. It is heavy and holds 
water. Last year I used the waste ir- 
rigation water from my alfaifa fields 
on my rice. Other ranchers could 
follow this plan te advantage. 

“The land around Wasco has trebied 
im value since it became known that 
it ie adapted to rice culture. Interest

SAYS ENGLAND IS TIRING 
OF THE STAGE INDIAN. 


BY J. O. BRANT SERO. 
{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENUS OF THE TIMES.) 


ONDON, Dec. 13.—1 don't suppose 
L there are many redskins knock- 

ing about Europe who have had 
the variety of experiences I've had as 
a professional show Indian. Other In- 
dians have preferred to follow a game 
that always paid, but I, being some- 
what versatile, plunged about more 
and bucked occasionally in several 
quarters before I became a concert 
artist. Perhaps I am best em- 
bered as a well-informed, voluble 
Indian. At any rate, I have created 
natural jealousies in the ranks of Eng- 
lish professional actors, not because I 
am an Indian, but for the reason I've 
got a headpiece and retain a pecu- 
liar temperament, amounting to red- 
skin independence. 

I never could tolerate familiarity, 
yet stage life is so human one is 
apt to lose oneself in the part on or 
off the stage. However, I have kept 
my poise so far. I notice a sort of 
craze for artists to dig up an Indian 
lineage every time there's something 
doing in the Indian line. Chief, this 
and princess that come to Eu- 
rope to paralyze the natives with In- 
dianizéd parodies hard to distinguish 
from regular cakewalk or ragtime 
ditties. The English public are sick 
of it; still they pay religiously just to 
see the action. 

The real reservation Indian stopped 
coming over some time ago. It pays 
to plow, sow corn, and hoe potatoes 
better than making new acquaintances 
every week and having the freedom 
of licensing laws which his native land 
dentes him. An Indian on the drink 
over here is just about as rare as a 
teetotaler tearing up at loose for a 
change. And what matters who was 
born on a reserve’ There won't be 
reservation left in the United States 
soon. Indians will forsake the plow, 
go into big towns and start pawn- 
broker's stores. That's what people 
de who have no land te call their 
own, as a people. 

But I want to say, if T can get to 
it, that I was born of Mohawk par- 
ents at a place called Ohsweken, 
which is only another name for the 
six nations’ reserve in Ontario, sev- 
enty-five miles west of Niagara Falls, 
in the year of the Canadian Confed- 
eration, 1867. This was a couple of 
years after my late father, Denis 
Sero, returned from the war of the 
Union. My mother is ailineal de- 
scendant of Joseph Thayendanegea 
Brant, and ie stil) living on the re- 
serve quite well and happy. surround- 
ed by grandchildren of her second 
marriage to Peter Martin. The Mar- 
tin family toured the States as a 
singink party very successfully for 
Some years after the war. Some of 
the old melodies, like Tenting on the 
Old Camp Ground” ard “Moun- 
taineer’s Farewell,” are not only re- 
membered, but sung by the younger 
generation of Martins. , 

My descent is purely Iroquois, de- 
spite the Kuropean mixture in my 
name. 1 didn’t have all the long 
names at one gulp as a reservation 
boy. The people were more consid- 
erate. ard divided it up. Mother 
called me John, after my grandfa- 
ther. But I could always tell which 
John she meant when she called, and 
whether I should find occasion to re- 
gret she was so strong and hearty. 
She didn't spare the rod— lub, I 
mean-—if father did. 

In Toronto I acted as a super in 
a western drama which carried an 
Indian brass band—they were real 
ones. The drama was en the Fron- 
tler.“ starring Hardie and Van Leer. 
Then came “The Golden Giant Mine,” 
Joseph Murphy's “Kerry Gow,” and 
“The Indian Mail Carrier” by Go- 
wan-go Mohawk—one of the reputed 
princesses of the royal blue blood of

AMERICAN WOMAN’S WILL ~ 


ONDON, Dec. 13.—The announce- 
ment that Miss Caroline Even of 
New York has left by her will 
$50,000 to the Cats’ Home in London 
has caused quite a flutter of excite- 
ment among cats and lawyers in the 


British metropolis. 

American lawyers are already busy 
preparing the legal dvcuments that 
will place this magnifican: legacy st 
the disposal of Madam Morgen, the 
foundress ahd manageress of what is 
grandiloquently called “The London 
Institution for Lost and Starving 
Cats The. cats, on the other hand, 
are seriously Considering whether the 
good lady's benevolence is not calcu- 
lated to restrict. their liberty. and 
with feline sagacity are marking time 
and waiting for developments. 

Altogether there is quite a notice- 
able change in the conduct of the or- 
dinary London cat since the news of 
this remarkable legacy reached this 
side. Ile evidently realizes that a sub- 
stantial bank balance at the Inatitu- 
tion means a curtatiment f his n- 
erty and an earlier consignment to the 
lethal chamber unless he is able to 
carry about with him evidence of a 
distinguished pedigree. 

There is no secret as to the real 
objects of the Cats’ Home, but why it 
should be called a home is hard to 
understand. It might, more fittingly, 
be described a siaughterhouse. Here 
are its primary objects: 

(1.) Te collect and receive home- 
less and diseased cats, and such as 
their owners wish to dispose of, which 
shall be mercifully destroyed in de- 
fault of a good home. 

(2.) To provide a temporary home 
for a few of the best “strays.” and a 
permanent home for a limited num- 
ber for the inspection and amusement 
of visitors and as pets of the Institu- 
tion. 

Twenty-four hours is the usual time 
for keeping cats that do not belong to 
the “best stray” variety. The demo- 
cratic cat, the product of the London 
slum that does not care to go into 
genealogical details, is invariably dis- 
patched to another world shortly after 
his captor places him within the gates 
of the Institution. 

CLASSY CATS. 


Rut the aristocratic gentleman who 
carries traces of a distinguished an- 
cestry in the correct angle at which 
he rubs up against a visitor's legs, 
runs more than a sporting chance of 
escaping destruction. He is retained 
pending possible inquiries as to own- 
ership, and if he is not claimed within 
a reasonable time or a happy home 
found for him he may, at the discre- 
tion of the committee of management, 
become one of the pampered pets of 
the Institution to “amuse and enter- 
tain” visitors. 

Considering that half the aristoc- 
racy of England from Marchionesses 
down to Ladies-in-waiting at the 
British royal palaces are patrons of 
the Home, there is no difficulty in 
finding a cat with good manners a 
comfortable habitation. Lonely spin- 
sters and confirmed bacheldrs who de- 
sire something to remove the monot- 
ony of their surroundings send along 
to the manageress, and in an hour or 
two a beautiful specimen of the Per- 
sian or some other distinguished breed 
is planted on their doorstep by a liv- 
eried servant from the “Home.” It 
would be impoasible, of cours, to 
house even half the healthy cats that 
reach the Institution from one source 
and another. Two hundred to two 
hundred and fifty a day is regarded 
as a fair average, and when one real- 
izes the propensity to increase and 
multiply among the feline tribe it 
would, according to a modest caicula- 
tion, require a Texas or a Colorado 
ranch to accommodate the family at 
the end of a twelvemonth. 

In the eighteen vears that this char- 
ity has been in existence it claims to 
have received 250.000 cata, 
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ENRICHES HOME FOR CATS.

yearly reports that are published 
there is no reason to doubt its bona 
fideness. The foundresfs admits that 
she invested $50 in the experiment 
of saving the homeless, forsaken 
“puss from the brutalities of the 
human monster who has no spark of 
feeling or sympathy for dumb ani- 
mals, and that now, at the end of all 
this time, she is able to command a 
subscription list amounting to a figure 
approaching $106,000 a year. But this 
is not sufficient to meet current ex- 
penses and so the New York legacy, 
when it materializes, will not only put 
the home on a paying ‘basis, but it 
will enable the committee of manage- 
ment to extend its operations. 
CAT AUTOMOBILE. 

For instance, cats, like human de- 
ings, like to conform to modern ideas. 
They object to be jolted along in 
ramshackle horse-drawn vehicles, 
and demand an automobile. When 
the late Mise Evens's legacy comes 
along the first thing the London 
“cats" home will invest In will be 
a luxurious auto in which no derelict 
Tom cat will be ashamed to travel. 
By the aid of an auto cats can be col- 
lected at a more expeditious rate, 
and this is the idea that the cat with 
Bohemian views will not appreciate. 

There is another side to the activi- 
ties of the institution which might 
fully entitie it to the designation of 
a “home.” Boarders are taken in, fed. 
nursed and professionally attended to 
in case of iliness, during the absence 
of the owners. They are invariably 
the pets of aristocratic women who 
“do” the Riviera, and perhaps a lit- 
tle Swiss mountaineering in the sea- 
son. These have separate apartments 
and playgrounds, because it would be 
beneath the dignity of a cat brought 
up in aristicratic environment to as- 
sociate with a poor thing that ts liv- 
ing on charity. The middle-class ma- 
tron will also “board” her pet during 
her annual holiday at some seaside 
resort, because she has doubtful 
views as to the fondnesy of her maid 
for the companionship of “Titties.” 

The home“ gives employment to 
some twenty-five people, but, with the 
exception of the van driver and the 
accountant, men are rigidiv excluded. 
Mme. Morgan believes, rightly. ofr 
wrongly, that men do not understand 
dumb animals—especiallq cats— 
and so she determined some time ago 
to run the establishment on petticoat 
lines. 

ACTIVE IN RESCUE WORK. 

The women employed in the rescue 
work are noted for their agility. They 
can negotiate a ladder with the ease 
and expertness of a telegraph line 
man, and as far as climbing a tree 
after some frightened puss is con- 
cerned, no monkey could be half so 
handy. They will follow cats singing 
love serenades on the top of six- 
story mansions when the majority of 
London's citizens are in dreamland, 
and at 6 o'clock in the morning they 
will return to the “home” with the 
result of their night's work. In spitpe 
of the fact that every one of them is 
a cat lover, the majority of their 
captives find their way to the lethal 
chamber because they are either 
maimed, suffering from distemper or 
in a condition of starvation from 
which it would be impossible to save 
them. 

In the destruction of these cats the 
institution spends $400 a year in chio- 
roform alone. Apart from the strays 
and forsaken, which are the spectal 
objects of the home's attention, cats 
of an objectionable nature or those 
suffering from disease will be called 
for on request, and no charge made, 
unless the owners feel disposed to 
defray the necessary expenses. The 
home will also receive dogs, but only 
on condition that they are sent at 
once to the lethal house, as there is 
a decided feeling in the mind of the 
management that much of the suf- 
ferings of their own favorite animal is 
due to the overzealous attentions of 
badly conducted dogs, and so there is 
no effort to try to cultivate a spirit 
of fraternity between him and pussy 
as far as this establishment is con- 
cerned,

Zeppelin - Disasters Fail to 
Stop the Traffic. 


Airship Companics Eatend 
Schedule of Sailings, 


More Stations Planned as 
Havens of Refuge.

BERLIN, Nov. €.—The two 
asters to Zeppelin airships in Sep- 
tember and October are not to result 
in checking the use of these craft 
in Germany. This is the decision ap- 
parently reached by the government, 
the concerns that build 
by what may be called the gert 
traveling public.

It is also in- 
tended later to establish stations et 
towns in the more eastern part of 
the empire, such as Bresiau, and 
probably at Dantsic and Konigsberg. 

Owing to the large number ot 
tions that eventually will be in opera- 
tien it is expected that the aircraft 
will be able to tind ready refuge 
when surprised bv bad weather. Most 
of the stations are constructed to 66. 
commodaie -wo ships. 

EXODUS FROM TAPITAT 

The population of Berlin is de 
creasing. Not only are the laboring 
Classes moving out to the country to 
find work, but the wealthy ere for- 
saking the city for more pretentious 
homes in the nearby suburbs. T 
exodus has been so steady during the 
past eight months that Beriin 
has 41,000 less inhabitants than # 
had on March 1. 

The present year is the only one 
to show a decrease in population 
since 1873. For six years past the 
rate of increase has been compara- 
tively slow, but as recently as 19066 
there was a gain of 64,000 in twelve 
months. Now the tide has turned the 
other way. and the municipality is 
alarmed over the departure of nine- 
teen millionaires, in the German 
sense, in the three months ended 


correspondingly reduced. 
WATCHES EMIGRATION. 


W. W. Husband, an agent of the 
United States Department of Com- 
merce and Labor, has just returned 
to Berlin. afte ran £8000-mile trip 
through the interior of Russia, inves- 
tigating the conditions of Russian em- 
ration to the ‘United States on the 


spot. 

This work of Mr. Husband's indl- 
cates, the attention paid by the de- 
partment to questions of this nature. 
Emigration of the orthodox Russiada, 
in distinction from the Russian Jews 
who have for years made up so large 
a portion of the stream of human 
traffic to the United States, bega 
only recentlj and the department em- 
powered Mr. Husband to make this 
extended trip to discover the condi- 
tions which were leading them te 
seek the United States; whether they 
were being induced to do so against 
the provisions of the law on contract 
labor, and whether they would prob- 
ably form permanent elements of the 
American population. It is understood 
that on the first point a satisfactery 
answer was received. It would appear, 
however, that these Russian em- 
grants are like many of the Italiana, 
go to the United States only with the 
intention of remaining long enough 
to hoard up a little fortune which 
will enable them to return and tive 
in comfort in their home country. 

Mr. Husband was accompanied on 
his trip by Sampel Harper, son of the 
late president of the University of 
Chicago, a8 interpreter. He ls now 
starting for the Balkans on a simitlar 
trip of investigation, and hopes that 
conditions have now become sufficient- 
ly settled after the@pars, to enable 
him to get the inf tion desired by 
the department. 

GREAT GAME COUNTRY. 

A new hunting field of vast area, 
still untouched by the rifle of . the 
white sporteman, has been found in 
East Africa by Stewart Edward White, 
the American author. In a letter 
written to a friend in Berlin, Mr. 
White calle this territory “probabiy 
the very last big virgin hunting coun- 
try in the world.” 

Mr. White, accompanied by his 
wife, first went to Africa shortly after 
Col. Theodore Roosevelt visited the 
country four years ago. He was so 
delighted with his experiences that 
he returned recently with a new e. 
pedition to travel Into more remote 
regions. He obtained permission from 
the German government to hunt in the 
German territories, and here found 
the country he describes. 

After being out of touch with e 
ilization for many weeks, Mr. White 
sent a messenger with letters to Vic- 
toria Nyanga. He writes that the new 
field, where the sound of a rifle never 
has been heard, is as big as the hun- 
ing grounds of British East Africa, 
and that there are in it thousands 
upon thousands of head of game of all 
sorts. Wildebeeste, which are 
in big herda, stand at a hundred y 
distance to watch the party pass, 
other animals, many of them of rare 
species, are so tame that the hunter 
can walk up to them in plain sight. 
The country is composed of low hills 
reaching down to the open plain; the 
climate is good, and Mr._White sus- 
pects that the region lay so long un- 
visited because of the difficulties of 
getting in.

CURE FOR LAQUOR HABIT. 


Desire May Be Removed by De- 
veloping the Liberal Consumption 
of Apples and Other Fruits. 

In the December American Masa 
zine Henry Detmers writes a little 
article entitied “A New Cure for 
Drink.” Mr. Detmers says that he 
has been in the saloon business for 
twenty years. He is not a drinker 
himself and none of his sons drink. 
Out of his experience he recommends 
| the following cure for the liquor 
habit: 

“I found early in my experience 
that as a general rule— there are ex- 
ceptions, of course-—a regular con- 
sumer of fruit was not a very good 
customer in my business. On the 
other hand, a typical ‘booze fighter’ 
seldom touches fruit I always kept 
some apples behind the bar for my 


own use, and I. often experimentally | 


offered one to a ‘star customer,’ who 
almost invariably refused. The more 
1 looked into this matter, the more 
firmly I became convinced that these 
two habits clash. Not caring to have 
my boys acquire the one I inoculated 
them with the other, and I have 
found that the fruit habit early ac- 
quired acts as a perfect antidote to 
the liquor habit. 


“I mention apples ly be- 
cause they are something ! bread, 
one never tires of them hich is 


more than can be said of peaches, 
pears and oranges. And apples, 
thanks to cold storage, can be had 
every day of the school year. 

“Why shouldn't the apple habit be 
cultivated in the public schools at 
public expense? School trustees 
could advertise for bids to supply the 
school. Then by means of a push- 
the-button contrivance placed at t 
boys’ and girls’ exits each child coul 
get his apple as he marched out to 
play at recess time. Two apples a 
day would do the work. Children 
have a veritable craving for fruit. I 
have often heard our victims beg 
another for the core.“ And ff it 
happens that I have merely imagined 
that the fruit habit offsets the drink 
habit, I know that two apples a day 
will have a valued influence on the 
health, good temper and morals of 
any child. 

“Please understand I have no ax 
to grind, I do not own a single ap- 
ple tree. 

“T have never claimed to have dis- 
covered that fruit juices act as a 
liquor antidote, although I have 
talked it for twenty-five years. 

“Some three years ago an article 
appeared which claimed a Nebraska 
physician as the discoverer of the 
theory. The good cone and I will 
never quarrel over it. e can have 
the glory. I do not need it. I am 
only too glad to see that my views 
have gained some scientific backing.

“If you remove the desire for 
drink, the liquor question will solve 
itself, and while poverty may not be 
banished, the general welfare of the 
people will be much improved, and 
even if my scheme is never adopted 
I will feel a thousand times repaid 


for my pains if I can only convince 
the mothers of our country, those 
who have the means to do 8, that 
to implant the fruit habit in their 
children ig the best assurance for a 


temperate life.” 


Farly Day Railroad Travel. 
{Philadelphia Record: ] On Novem- 
ber 26, 1888, a car made the first trip 
over the Portage Railroad. This was 
the most remarkable engineering un- 
dertaking of the time. The railroad 
was thirty-six miles long, extending 
across the Allegheny Mountains from 
Hollidaysbure to Johnstown. There 
were ten inclined planes, five on each 
side of the mountains. Engines at 
the top of each plane pulled up four 
cars at a time. The ascent on the 
east side measured 1398 feet. Then 
there was tunnel of 870 feet, and 
a descent of 1172 feet on the western 
side. Passengers on canal boats en- 
tered the cars at Hollidaysburg and 
were carried over the mountains. em- 
barking in other boats on the west- 
ern side and thus continuing their 
journey to Pittsburgh. Later boats 
were built so that they could be tak- 
en apart into three or four sections 
and placed on a car for the trip over 
the mountains. The construction of 
the Portage Railroad cost $1,500,000.

ELL FORTUNES 
ALL, OVER CHINA. 


[Specia) Correspondence of The Time. ] 

SHANGHAI, Dec. 1.—There is no 
place in the wide world where fortune 
telling flourishes just now so extensive- 
ly as it does in China. They are one 
of the commonest classes of people to 
be found among these slowly evolving 
millions, who, easily, among all peo- 
ples of the earth, take the palm for 
unmitigated fooliahnpess in regard to 
their beliefs on the routine things of 
life. 

The Chinese today may be said to 
dwell in an atmosphere of demona. 
These are not of the mild kind, but are 
devils incarnate who dog the footsteps 
of poor, frail, human nature each day 
and every day. Therefore, we find 


protecting gods dedicated to every 
phase of the national life in China. 

Happily, or unhappily, fear among 
the Chinese is allayed by the fact that 
the fortune teller is always close at 
hand, and for a few cash will string 
up the most interestingly absurd story 
it is possible to get out of the poetical 
(Chinese language. Say a man is in 
trouble. He immediately patronizes 
the nearest fortune teller, and his re- 
sult is based very generally upon the 
fee paid. He is asked to choose a 
written character from a large num- 
ber. and with remarkable facility the 
fortune teller dissects the character 
and dispels any fears his client might 
have regarding his immediate future. 

A crowd gathers and, jealous of the 
success that is to immediately accrue 
to the man whe has paid his money, 
a rush takes place, and the fortune 
teller drives at once a thriving trade at 
a couple of cents aplece. 

But there are occasions upon which 
the fortune teller actually possesses 
some rudimentary knowledge of things | 
voseen. This ta the kind who charges 
high 5 and who more or less 
scientifically divides the prophecy wi 
hie client's fortune under ordered 
heads. No chance is taken, With! 
alacrity the gentleman will tell you the , 
whole of your future success in rd 


mercial circles. If you are unmarried 
he will tell you at once when you will 
be married, the number of children 
who Will rise up in due course to wor- 
ship at your family table, whether 
your wife will leave you a widower, 
and give you a second chance, and 
| much more extremely useful informa. 
tion regarding life in general. 

This man, immediately you go to 
him, looks you up and down, and it is 
largely upon your personal appearance 
that he will be led to base his pro- 
nouncement. . For instance, if you are 
a man with a ereoked nose, he will 
— ou probably that it is decidedly 

4 thing that you had not a straight 
— and his general remarks, however 
laudatory they may be, will in a way 
be drawn from the crooked nose of 
yours. 

This sort of thing could be multi- 
plied. And the remarkable thing of 
the whole science of fortune telling in 
China, if one could call it by that 
rame, is that the people professedly 
making such strides in other things 
mould be so gullible in a matter so 
directly affecting their everyday life. 

Implicit faith is placed in the for- 
tune teller-—-uniti] a man's luck is out 
again, and then he will choose another 
dignified member of the profession and 
repeat the performance. Al! through 
life the ordinary Chinese, though emi- 
inently noted in many things for his 
sound commonsense, is depending for 
his optimism upon the casual fortune 
‘teller, and one cannot imagine a China 
ifreed entirely from this class who 
wield such a haneful Influence.

‘AUSTRALIAN COTTON. 

The Dominions Royal Commission, 
which has been visiting the various 
dominions and has held meetings in 
London with a view to improving 
the trade ‘relations of the various 
parts of the empire, has convinced 
both the Colonial Office and the Brit- 
ish Cotton Growing Association that 
there are prospects of cotton being 
in Northern Augraiia at a 
profit. 

The commission made extensive in- 
quiries with regard to the possibili- 
ties of Australia as a cotton-produc- 
ing country, and in its report says the 
members were much impressed with 
the natural advantages of the north- 
ern part of the continent. The com- 
mission got a promise from the Com- 
mon wealth government to assist in 
any attempt to develop the industry, 
and now the Colonial Office and the 
Cotton Growing Association have 
promised financial assistance in or- 
der that skilled advice may be pro- 
cured and practical experiments 
made with various types of seed. 

The association, which aims at se- 
curing enough cotton within the 
empire to make the manufacturers 
of Lancashire independent of the 
American growers, has also guaran- 
teed for a period of three years, 
from July 1, 1914, a minimum .price 
of 13 cents a pound in Liverpool for 
cotton of „ Specified description 
shipped to them, and have under- 
taken to superintend its sale. 

THE OLYMPIC GAMES. 


In spite of the lack of interest in 
the Duke of Westminster's Olympic 


and games fund, the livetiest interest is 


ing Shown here in the Interna- 
onal Congress, which will be held 
in Paris next June to promulgate a 
code of uniform regulations for the 


games. 

Tt is understood that the English 
delegation will make several impor- 
tant proposals to the congress, 
among the most radical being a sug- 
gestion that women de included 
among the competitors. Other mat- 
ters to be brought before the con- 
gress will be the question of the re- 
striction of entries: a minimum age 
for competitors, and whether a dis- 
tinction should be made between 
sports, indispensable for the Olym- 
piad and those which, though not in- 
dispensable, can be admitted. 

It is believed that the delegates 
will be a unit In demanding that the 
nation where the games are being 
held shall not be given an unfair ad- 
vantage by giving undue prominence 
to the games in which that country 
excels. The technical regulations 
and the duties of the jury in the 
games will be defined by the Con- 
gress with more ity than under 
the present rules.

AMERICAN IDEA 
PUZZLES BRITONS 


English Trying to Study Our 
Characteristics, 


Foreign Office Wakes Up to 
Uncle Sam’s Diplomacy. 


New Spirit at Work as to 
the United States. 


LONDON, Nov. 1.—The English 
People just now are tremendously busy 
in discovering the real character ou 
American colleagues, and were warned 
Officially that in diplomacy the United 
Ambassadors lived ‘in fear of their 
ideals at one period certalniy were 
anything but British. Indeed. tor 
some years after this all tne British 


For many years they were content 
to think of him with a soft, tlat-footed, 
empty-headed kind of sentimentality 
as “our cousin across the water.” They 
could not get out of their thick, wooly 
heads the notien that as he spoke the 
same language, enjoyed the same lit- 
erature, and, for a time, at all events, 
flourished the same flag, he was real- 
ly, at heart, a kind of poor relative, 
who could be relied upon to think and 
act as the ordinary Britisher wduld in 
any given crisis. Indeed, for a long 
time one of the chief difficulties that 
the American Ambassadors to Europe 
had to face was the bland, smug as- 
surance of their English colleagues 


that they would support Great Brit- 
ain’s policy at any court at which 
they were jointly accredited. 

THEY WAKE UP. 


The British Foreign Office was the 
first to wake up and to discove, that 
the United States, after all, had their 
own diplomatic ideals, and that these 
States were usually anti-British.. This, 
no doubt, accounts, to some degree, 
for Sir Lionel Carden's action in Mex- 
ice, and why Sir Edward Grey is con- 
tent to remain supine beside the oth- 
er European powers in preference to 
giving President Wilson support in 
South America at this difficult and 
perplexing juncture. 

The politicians of England. how 
ever, came more siowly than the 
diplomatists to their senses. Joseph 
Chambertlain blundered into the mo- 
rass with both feet when he openly 
advocatéd an alliance between Ger- 
many, England and the United States 
to secure the world’s peace. Indeed, 
he has never got over the snub he re- 
ceived at that period from both Ger- 
many and America, whom he had 
never consulted, but whom he fancied 
(pace his American wife) would ‘be 
only too delighted to jump at ihe 
chance to accept the proffered friend- 
ship. It certainly lent venom to the 
fury with which he afterwards pushed 
and advocated so un 
ceasingly a hostile tariff against the 
United States. 

IGNORANCE GENERAL. 


Socially, the same deplorable ig- 
norance about the American people 
has been general in England. The in- 
sular, unimaginative Britisher cannot 
be brought to realize that for ideals, 
culture, unselfish citizenship, and a 
lofty sense of patriotism, the true- 
born American marches with him, 
shoulder to shoulder, and, at some 
points, towers obviously high above 
his head. He judges the Ameriacn 
people, as a rule, by stray specimens 
of American travelers that he meets 
in London, Paris, or Switzerland, .or 
from a hurried trip to New York— 
yet God help him if in return America 
judged the English people by the Eng- 
lish man and woman on their travels. 
The English abroad are usually hope- 
leas, impossible, and past praying for. 

Happily, a new spirit is now at 
work ih England in regard to the 
United States. The British people 
seem genuinely anxious to know and 
to app te the American and Amer- 
ican cities and not a day passes that 
some London paper does not print an 
article about some new and unsus- 
pected aspect of American life and 
eharacter. And every bean the 
English publishers print three or four 
books about America—The Real 
America,” What I Saw in America,” 
and “America Through English Byes.” 

THE LATEST VOLUME. 


The latest volume of this type is 
by Mrs. Alex Tweedie and is entitied 
“America as I saw it.” She deamrribes 
her book as a “Cubist-impression 
picture,” and confesses that it was 
written anyhow, with a flery energy 
which swept all the scattered recol- 
lections together into a haphazard 
heap. “Odd notes at odd moments,” 
she says, “often made at lightning 
speed, and in all sorte of circum- 
stances and condtions, lie herein.“ I 
will not contradict the author. The 
book is just what she describes it. 

Mrs. Tweedie has been three times 
to America, and she finds the people 
in a state of transition. From her 
standpeint the country has yet to 
learn the things that belong to its own 
peace. Everywhere is luxury without 
comfort. 

“America,” she says, “is a land of 
surprises. Every time I visit the 
States, every day I spend in America, 
I am impressed by the luxury, the 
wealth thrown about, the stependous 
extravagance: why, even the newspe- 
per boys give themselves that auda- 
cious dollar air; and yet how little 
simple comfort there really is. 

“Gorgeous food, often badly served: 
lavieh clothes: splendid hotels and 
houses, generally without books, al- 
though the work basket is in evidence, 
as there is a bedspread mania in the 
air. and every woman seems to have 
a square for one on hand; money, 
money, wealth, wealth; and yet there 
are hotels where one cannot have 
one’s bed turned down, nor a hot- 
water bottle filled. ‘ 

“How the times have changed! The 
audiences in the operahouses in 
America today, with the exception of 
diamond tiaras, are equally as smart 
as in London, Buenos Aires or Paris, 
and very fine operahouses they are, 
too, 
“Yes, they all wear low dresses in 
the evening in New York, and high 
dresses in the day. But as one goes 
west in America, this form of pro- 
cedure ts somewhat reversed, and the 
ladies often wear low dresses in the 
afternoon, full ball totlettesa, in fact, 
for debutantes’ tea parties, and re- 
turn to cloth coats and skirts (suits, 
they call them) with high blouses 
(shirt walsts, they call them) in 
the evening. 

“Costumes are a matter of conven- 
tionality. People are unmoral because 
they know no better; they are im- 
moral if htey know better and do 
worse.” 

REMARKS THE HEAT. 

The intolerable heat of the Amer- 
ican houses has often been remarked 
upon, and Mrs. Tweedie soon found 
that the clothes she had brought with 


her, for a winter season, were useless 
in rooms where the atmosphere was 
sustained at something very like boil- 
ing point. But while the heat was tor- 
rid, the lighting was tenderly con- 
trolled. 


“Americans live in the dark; Eng- 
lish people live in the light. They live 
in heat, we live in cold. The extremes 
of either are disagreeable, and in every 
cose and in each land it seems difficult 
to strike a happy medium. 

“They certainly have pretty sub- 
dued lights in America. 

“Many of the lamp shades are ex- 
quisite, especially the artistic glass 
ones; a form of decoration which 
Originated in that land, and has, also, 
not been sufficiently copied in Europe. 
Some of those Tiffany glass shades are 
adorabie, and the effect of a beautiful 
cathedral light in the rooms is 
thought-inspiring. But these lights 
are sometimes so shaded that it is 
well-nigh impossible to 
friends. 

“Americans live in a subdued light 
and entertain in the dark. It seems 
strange to a foreigner’s mind to par- 
take of one's luncheon in the dark; 
but the American always draws down 
her blinds, turns on her lamps, and 
sometimes even wears low dresses for 
her luncheon parties. 

Finally, if you ask Mrs. Tweedie for 
a general impression of America, she 
has to confess that she finds it a com- 
bination of irreconcilables, whose fu- 
ture is still on the knees of unknown 


“America is no man's land, and it 
is every man's land. America repre- 
sents nothing, and America  repre- 
sents everything. America is a 
tangled skein of possibilities. The old 
English blood is being swamped by 
the foreigner. The African nigger is 
multiplying. The cities are increas- 
ing at an alarming rate. The land is 
still erying for cultivation. There is 
a searcity of cheap labor. There are 
manufactories without workmen. 
There is a surplus of general wealth, 
but there are few millionaires of sov- 
rein value. A political experiment 
is still in the making. A diplomatic 
school has barely begun. Some ships 
the Great Eastern, for example— 
have been found too large and awk- 
ward to handle in the sea, while small 
ships have proved more useful. Will 
America break up in chunks, or go 
on adding new countries unto her- 
self? Who can tell?” 

MR. MARTIN'S IDEA. 


A worse service has been rendered 
to America in England, however, by 
a book published at the same time 
as Mrs. Tweedie's. It is called Things 

Remember,“ and is the work of 
that egregious personage Frederick 
Bradley Martin, and uncle of the 
Countess of Craven. Years ago he and 
his mother entered London from 
their native America unknown, and 
with their social mark yet to make. 
Townsend Martin declined from the 
first to feel forlorn at their friend- 
less condition, and declared to his 
brother that one day he would know 
most of the people in English 8 
clety who were worth knowing. Hig 
boyish vow has been fulfilled with a 
completeness that his youthful optim- 
ism could hardly have believed pos- 
sible in those distant days, but s0- 
cial success does not seem to have 
made him either kind or charitable. 

Thus he writes of the late King 
Edward: “He never cared much for 
American men. Mrs. Sands once asked 
him the reason, and received the 
reply: “They are not adaptable, that's 
the r-r-reason!’ The late King used 
to tell Miss Alice de Rothschild that, 
although American women were 
charming, his one adverse criticism 
was that they passed judgment up- 
on each other too sharply. ‘Whenever 
I ask Consuelo Duchess of Marlibor- 
ough about an American lady, 
said His Majesty, ‘I am invariably 
told: “Oh, sir, she has no position 
at home; out there she would be just 
dirt under our feet.“ 

“An American girls debut. he 
adds, “is almost preordained, for her 
destiny has been arranged for her. 
and her education commences from 
the day of her birth. | sometimes pity 
the girl who is subjected to the end- 
less routine which is supposed to fit 
her for a position in American - 
clety or to qualify her for the Brit- 
ish peerage. There are dally lessons 
in riding. driving, all kinds of physi- 
cal culture, and from morning un- 
til evening she learns afresh some- 
thing physically or mentally. 

“It is a strenuous life, not unlike 
a royal education, and only the pu- 
pil's natural vivacity prevent her 
from becoming artificial. 

“These daughters of liberty are 
generous. They spend their money 
lavishiy, but they spend it with des- 
crimination, and if their manner of 
doing so ts occasionally a (little 
blatant, surely, as the saying has it, 
much can be forgiven those who give 
much. They believe in the value of 
advertisement; they like to see 80 
ciety paragraphs about their jewels 
and their gowns, and they love to 
know that all the world, at the e- 
penditure of 2 cents, may read about 
their vast improvements on their 
husband's estates. To them it repre- 
sents a business, not snobbisehness, 
and they regard a position in the 
peerage much as other people look 
ont an investment, for in both cases 
the idea is that they will become pay- 
ing concerns. 

When Martin talks of his own 
charitable schemes and his own par- 
ticular brand of moral philosophy he 


is less amusing. Indeed, the reader 
begins to sympathize with Mrs. 
Stuyvesant Fish, who once said to 
him at a dinner party: Fred Mar- 


tin. In tell you right away that I 
didn’t come here to listen to your 
sermons.” 

And, truth to add, the English peo- 
ple are not likely to take his silly re- 
marks about his own countrywomen 
in too serious a spirit. The fact is 
—they are too eager just now to 
learn the truth about America, and 
the real character of the American 
man, and the secrets of the fascina- 
tion of the American woman. In the 
end it is probable that both nations 
will benefit by the search they are 
now engaged upon, but until this 
ignorance is dispelled incidents like 
the Mexican imbroglio are practically 


bound to occur.

HIGH COST OF DRINKS.

Reason Why Englishmen Do Not 

Patronize the Temperance Drinks 

Instead of Good Ale. 

[Cleveland Plain Dealer:] From 
England there comes a wail of pro- 
test against the high cost of temper- 
ance drinks. The temperance work- 
ers deciare they can scarcely blame 
the thirsty man for buying good ale 
at about 4 cents (American money) 
per glass when a “lemon squash” 
costs d., or 16 cents. 

As a “lemon squash” consists of 
merely the juice of a lemon, a spoon- 
ful of sugar and a glass of plain soda, 
the profit is doubtless large. Com- 
plaint is also made in England that 
ginger beer, or ginger ale, costs 12 
cents per bottle. And a bottle of 
ginger ale does not contain nearly as 
much hquid as does a bottle of ale or 
beer. 

The “lemon squash” is not used 
very extensively in this country, but 
ginger ale is a favorite drink with a 
great many, and England's prices are 
not as Heavy as they are here for 
most soft drinks. The celebrated and 
far-famed horses neck consists of 
the entire peel of a lemon, cut in a 
spiral, over which the ginger ale is 
poured, and in almost any cafe, bar- 
room or restaurant, the charge for 
this is 20 cents. In some places it is 
only 15 cents; in others it is 25 cents. 
Good ginger aie costs 20 cents a 
bottle. 

Temperance workers in this coun- 
try, as well as in England, are n- 
ning to make a study of the problem 
of the high price of temperance 
drinks. They are beginning to realize 
that so long as these drinks cost half 
as much more, and generally twice as 
much, as the other drinks, they will 
have an uphill fight for their tause. 

Especially is this true with the 
working men, the laborers, clerks and 
others whose salaries are not large. 
Naturally these men become as thirsty 
in hot weather as any other men. 
They cannot afford to pay 10 cents 
for a tiny glass of fruit juice, or an 
even smaller glass of many of the et- 
fervescing temperance drinks, when, 
for half the amount, they can buy a 
large drink of cold beer, generally a 
pint of it. 

There are a few temperance re- 
formers who have secn the need of 
cheaper wholesome temperance 
drinks and an effort will made by 
them this winter to interest all active 
temperance workers in the matter 
of urging the manufacturers of tem- 
perance drinks to give up striving 
for so many costly varieties of whole- 
some drinks that can be sold at the 
same price as beer and ale and also 
in the same quantity for the 5 cents. 

The fountain sodas are large sized, 
it is true. but very few thirsty men 
ever drink them. They are not de- 
signed to quench the thirst; rather 
they increase it and few men care 
for such sweet drinks. Children and 
women are the greatest customers of 
this. The temperance drinks such as 
men care to drink generally are sold 
In what ie known as “highbali” 
giasses that hold not nearly half as 
much as the average lager beer gl 

The few temperance workers who, 
having taken their cue from their 
fellow-workers in England, are study- 
ing this problem, will welcome any 
one who can produce a good temper- 
ance drink that can be sold at a fair 
profit for 5 cents a glass, the glass to 
hold as much as the lager beer 
glasses. 


RECORD FOR GEM BUYING. 


Fifty-Seven Million Dollars Worth 

Sent to American Women from Eu-

$57,000,000, according to statistics of 
jewelry importations just issued by 
the bureau of foreign and domestic 


commerce, This is declared to be 
more than 30 per cent. in excese of 
the highest record yet «stablished. 


The former record was $44,250,000 in 
1906. 

The bureau declares that the value 
of all the diamonds in this country 
has reached the enormous sum 
nearly $1,000,000,000. To this must 
be added the importations of other 
precious stones, the value of which is 
not estimated in the statistics, 

Cut diamonds showed the greatest 
gains in recent years. For the first 
nine months of 1913 there were im- 
ported $25,500,000 in these gems as 
against $18,000,000 last year. The 
total of all precious stones for the 
same period was 143.433.333 as 
against $32,250,000 last vear. 

These figures are declared by the 
bureau to warrant the belief that this 
year’s importations will greatly ex- 
ceed those of former years

VENICE WILL ASK FOR | 
AID IN PROTECTING CITY. 


ENICE, Dec. 28.—Though the tide 
was the highest of the year, no 
additional damage was done by 
the high seas to the Venice ocean 


bulkhead near Leona street, already 
cracked and weakened by yesterday's 
onslaught, crumbled and fell into the 
breakers. The three houses which 
were partially undermined yesterday 
were moved back to Speedway and 
thus saved. The ground swell has 
greatly diminished, and the tides wil) 
continue to decrease from now on. 

Venice will call upon the national, 
State and county authorities for help 
in curbing the encroachments of the 
sea. The City Trustees, in special ses- 
sion today, voted to call upon the 
United States engineer for data in aid 
of any further attempts at bulkhead- 
ing. The State Engineer will also be 
called upon for suggestions, and Los 
Angeles county may be appealed to. 
Three times the people of South Ven- 
ice have attempted to stem the high 
tides and failed. 

The consensus of opinion’is that a 
sea wall similar to that at Redondo 
be built. This sea wall, it was argued, 
could be faced with concrete and 
made ornamental, At the regular 
meeting of the City Council Monday 
evening ways and means for tempo- 
rary relief will be deviwed by the city 


authorities. It is probable that fur- 
ther work will be done by a munictpal 
bond issue, and not by an assessment 
plan, as before. 

Had Venice staged an elaborate 
fireworks spectacle at a more con- 
venient time of day there would not 
have gathered a greater crowd than 
surged on the ocear front at 8 o'clock 
this morning to witness the fury of 
the waves, driven by the tides. Dash- 
ing up against the bulkheads, the 
spray was dashed thirty feet or more 
into the alr. The police had difficulty 
in keeping the crowds back from the 
unsafe portions of the bulkhead. Many 
persons were wet by spray and ad- 
vancing waves. At 9:06 tomorrow 
morning, another seven-foot tide will 
appear. Ocean front residents hope 
that it will be as well-behaved ag to- 
day's and that no marine urb- 
ance comes with it. 

City forces were busy today in pro- 
tecting property from the breakers. 
At the foot of Leona avenue @ donkey 
engine and a pile driver worked in 
erecting a temporary sea wall which 
will be continued to Evangeline ave- 

nue. 

At other portions of the beach the 
waves did practically no damage. 
High weves washed over the Ocean 
Front walk at Ocean Park, but the 
residents were prepared, in exposed 
spots, vith bags of sand.

Hegira to Southern California 
Brings Many to Banquet Board at 
the Hollenbeck—Ten Per Cent.

The birth of Iowa as a State, sixty- 
seven years ago, was recalled by the 
Iowa Association of Southern Call- 
fornia at a dinner at the Hollenbeck 
last night, attended by more than 100 
local members.

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 7.—Q.: How 
is the precipitate obtained from the, 
blending of nitric acid and mercury, 
and what is the name of such preci- 
pitate?

A.: That depends on what you 
term “blending.” 

Nitric acid and mercury form 4 
very interesting subject in chemistry.

“The gasoline from casing-head gas i study salts as a whole; the reactions 
industry is developing quite rapidly in 


| characteristic of the metals in salts 
should be first mastered, and then f- 
low with the residues which, with the 
metal“ make up the salts. 

Many chemists regard a salt as a 
body which splits up in one form 
only, and regard nitre (and all other 
nitrates,) as containing nitrogen tri- 
oxide and a metal. Take mercury, 
for instance, and we find that from 
the normal mercuric nitrate several 
oxy-nitrates can be formed. Evapor- 
ate a solution of mercuric nitrate, and 
in the evaporation (with cooling) cry- 
stals are deposited. If these crystals 
be washed with cold water, a yellow- 
ish pulverulent oxynitrate is obtained. 
Boll this yellow oxynitrate with water 
and a brick-red oxynitrate appears. 

Now to your question: How is the 
precipitate obtained from the blend- 
ing of nitric acid and mercury, and 
what is the name of such precipi- 
tate? 

If a globule of mercury is placed in 
a test-tube; thirty drops (minims) of 
nitric acid added, and the mixture 
bolled until nitric oxide fumes (red) 
no longer form, and the mixture set 
aside and cooled, crystals of mercur- 
ous nitrate separate: providing that a 
giobule of mercury still remains in the 
tube; no matter how small the globule 
may be. 

Mercury in excess of strong nitric 
acid: the mixture warmed; mercuric 
nitrate forms, and as such will be de- 
posited in crystals as the solution 
cools. Nitric acid and mercury when 
boiled together forms mercurous ni 
trate; if a trace of mercury (element) 
remains in the solution. If the acid 
is In excess of the mercury, mercuric 
nitrate results. Mercurtc nitrates are 
variable in composition, and depend 
on the proportion, temperature, and 
strength of the nitric acid used in 
the “Blending.” 

“Albumen gives a white precip!- 
tate with solution of mercuric salts: 
hence the importance of administer- 
ing white of egg while waiting for a 
stomach-pump in cases of poisoning 
by corrosive sublimate.“

TONOPAH (Nev.) Dec. 26.—The

Sack Depends on Leadership 
of James Larkin. 
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in answer to a general call issued 
from Kansas City. 


He is not a dreamer of dreams, a 
mapper-out of Utoplas; he embodies 
rather the immediate anger of those 
who feel themselves wronged. He 
was born to be the hero of a drama 
of insurrection. That tall, slouching 
figure, that dark head under its 
wideawake, rising above the prosaic 
sea of the crowded streets, fascinated 
one as only men of intrepid origin- 
ality of character do. 

“To hear him speak as he crouched 
over his massed followers in the 
gloom of a street lamp was still to 


be fagpinated, but, if one had had a 
comf ble meal oneself, to be a lit- 
tle outraged. His Lancashire-Irish 


tongue knows no subtieties of expres- 
sion. He uses language as violently 
as if he were breaking stones. He is 
more at home in denunciation than 
in humor. He is a fierce revivalist of 
labor to whom all the world is com- 
posed of heretics outside his own or- 
ganization. He is quick to anger and. 
they say, obstinate, as well as pas- 
sionately warm of heart.“ 

Another friend of Larkin asserts: 
‘If he were not a labor agitator he 
would be a soldier, a prize fichter. 
& pioneer in the wilds: anything and 
everything where pugnacity and 
fearlessness Carry a man to success. 
For Larkin is fearless. That is one 
of the secrets of his power over the 
turbulent Irish laborers. He may not 
be always able to convince a man, 
but he is ever ready to fight him. I 
have seen Larkin, in a moment of 
irritation, cuff a. stalwart docker on 
the ear, and the man, who would 
cheerfully naht a Dublin policeman, 
has slunk away in shame. 

“Larkin in private fears nothing 
and respects nobody: he has the 
splendid egotism of a dominant per- 
sonality—and his strength is also his 
Weakness. He is vain with a vanity 
born of power over his fellows: and, 
like most big men, he Is lonely. Even 
in his own camp he is not under- 
stood. He is an industrial Napoleon, 
consulting few, taking advice from 
none. His powerful figure and com- 
Pelling voice silence criticism as they 
obtain obedience. If Larkin at a pub- 
lic meeting is given the lie direct he 
jumps from the platform and hits his 
accuser on the jaw. That is his 
method in labor troubles. He finds 
a place to hit and then strikes.” 

From Larkin's more recent 
Speeches the nature of the kind of 
ev-operation he desires can be 
guessed. He is not content with mon- 
etary assistance for the Dublin strik- 
ers, but complains that in two ways 
organized labof is assisting the Dub 
lin employers—by “blacklegzing” the 
strikers and by handling goods in- 
tended for the emplevers. What 
justice there is in this first charge 
outsiders have not the material for 
determining; but, if there is any at 
all, neither trade-union opinion nor 
public opinion in England will criti- 
cize drastic measures to put it right. 

Larkin's second point is much more 
important. He is in effect asking for 
the sympathetic strike by the Trans- 
port Workers in Great Britain, for the 
acceptance as a fundamental principle 
of unionism that no union man shall 
handle “tainted goods.” Thi one 
may suppose, is the policy which he 
said at one point would finish the 
Dublin strike in a few hours. Never- 
theless, labor would be wike tu con- 
sider very carefully before sommit- 
ting iteelf to So 86revolutionary 
change. The sympathetic strike opens 
out the possibility of the smallest dis- 
pute becoming general, and, if the 
Transport Workers are brought in, 
of bringing the economic tife of the

they may break the strike, we, the 
representatives of the several inter- 
national unions located in this city 
for several vears past, have decided 
that the funds of our international 
unions placed in the national banks 


are being borrowed by the mer-

The sins and mistakes of the great railroad builders in the United 
States can never in their aggregate amount to a fragment contrasted 
with the good their courage, initiative and force of action producea 
in the shape of millions for millions. 

The chief harm of the muckraker lies in his one-sidedness; his 
determination to pick and emphasize the occasional flaw and to ignore 
the overwhelming of the sound and beneficial. They continue to at- 
tack tlie men and commercial movements which have made the coun- 
try, with as.equally cheerful disregard of truth or results.

UNION AS A LABOR TRUST. 


Indictments Under the Sherman 
Law of Unionite Leaders for Con- 
spiring Against Trade. 

{Literary Digest:] Indictments of 
union-labor leaders in two States for 
violation of the Sherman law are held 
by President Wilson to furnish suffici- 
ent vindication of his action in sign- 
ing the sundry civil appropriation bill. 
Conservative eastern papers, Uke the 
New York Evening Post and Brooklyn 
Eagle; are gratified to find that the 
rider in that bill refusing an ap- 
propriation for the prosecution of la- 
bor and farm organizations is not go- 
ing to render these organizations ex- 
empt. Labor leaders, however, pro- 
test against the indictments as an un- 
fair application of the law, and one 
never intended by its framers. Pres- 
dent John P. ite of the United 
Mine Workers of America is now on 
trial in West Virginia, the Chicago 
Tribune reminds us, charged with 
“conspiring to restrain trade and com- 
merce,” in connection with the recent 
West Virginia strike. In Colorado, he 
and Frank J. yes, vice-president, 
and William Green, secretary-treas- 
urer of the union, have just been in- 
dicted for “maintaining a monopoly 
of labor.” Otber officials of the union 
are under indictment for conducting 
a strike in restraint of trade under 
the anti-trust law. The Federal grand 
jury, which handed down these in- 
dictments at Pueblo, also prepared a 
long statement denournting the meth- 
ods of the United Mine Workers in 
the Colorade strike. These assertions, 
for instance, were made: 

“The methods pursued by. the 
United Mine Workers of America in 
their endeavors to force recognition 
of their union by the coal mine opera- 
tors in this State are an insult to 
conservative and law-abiding labor.

STRIKES AND STRIKERS S 
OF THIS BUSY WORLD. 


HE Michigan copper strike is as 
far from settlement as ever, 
though it has been on now for 
nearly ix months. The wage loss 
to the strikers is enormous—thou- 
sands of dollars weekly. The grand 
jury is busy Investigating the acts 
of the officials of the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners, in connection with 
the many fatal and other acts of 
violence which have occurred, par- 
ticularly the one of July 23, last. In 
that strike riot seventeen residents 
of Calumet were injured, one dying 
later. Every federation officer and 
every organizer in the copper district 
has beer. summoned to appear before 
the grand jury for questioning. Five 
thousand members of the Citisens’ 
Alltance are holding themselves in 
readiness to serve as special deputies 
to preserve order and prevent fur- 
ther violence. The district judge or- 
ders all strikers to lay down their 
arms. Another deputy sherifl was 
fatally shot on December 11. Dis- 
ruption in the ranks of the strikers 
is indicated by the action of a large 
percentage in demanding of President 
Moyer of the Western Federation 
that he bring the strike to an end. 
The men are refusing to march in 
parades, The mining companies again 
refuse to submit the differences be- 
tween themselves and the federation 
to a board of arbitration. Speaking 
from so far away and without full 
knowledge of the local conditions, one 
would say that such refusal is hardly 
wise. Every labor dispute should be 
_arbitrated in preference to strikes or 
any measure of force or semi-force. 
Twelve thousand hosiery workers 
have struck in Philadelphia in four 


mills, becauge of a reduction in 
wages. 
At their recent convention in 


Philadelphia, the union textile work- 
ers loudly applauded one of their 
organizers for hig denunciation of I. 
Wu methods in the recent Pater- 
son strike of silk workers, and es- 
pecially with reference to the de- 
struction of the American flag by the 
strikers. This ia encouraging in these 
of artificially-manufactured la- 
ber unrest.

“I belleve there are few machanicsa 
who relish wasting their time on any 
job, even though they may be on 
straight salary. If they do, I have dis- 
covered they are far from first-claas 
mechanics—they are hangers-on in 
the trade, and the sooner a plant gets 
rid of them the better. 

“I have heard more grumbling in 
my lite from men who were forced 
to wait or lose time through faulty 
machines, breakdowns or slow opera- 
tion of crane facilities than I have 
heard rant at the burdens of thelr 
employment. The most of them de- 
sire to be busy all the time. f 

“This gets the subject down to et 
ficiency. I have discovered that it ts 
as much the foreman’s fault as the 
men's if they are forced to stand 
around with nothing to do in hours. 
This being the case, it is the duty of 
the foreman or superintendent to pro- 
vide greater facilities to make possible 
their steady employment. lf 
doesn't, the men are apt to get the 
idea the boss doesn't care, and in time 
loafing will become a habit With 
them.”

may be invaded; women threaten 
them. Though barred from the navy, 
women have become pilots and sail- 
ors; though not sought as soldiers, 
they are serving in uniforms as po- 
lice; though there are no professional 
fire women, there are companies of 
feminine volunteer fire fighters. The 
census takers discover no feminine 
telegraph or telephone linemen, but 
two women are earning their living ag 
steeplejacks. Bridge construction is 
marked “exclusively masculine.” but 
women are competing with boillermak- 
era, machinists, blacksmiths and car- 
penters. The “weaker sex.” too, is 
engaged not only in occupations that 
require strength, but also in calling 
that demand a maximum of courage 
and endurance. Though women are 
not numbered among the steel work- 
ers on skyscrapers, they are climbing 
mountains and driving aeroplanes. 
They are breaking fractious horses, 
working at the seashore as life guards, 
training wild animals and making 
their living as hunters and trappers. 
Thirty-one are now employed ag rail- 
Way brake “men” and ten are 
handling baggage, presumably more 
considerately than in the day when 
mere men were solely responsible. 

This particular section of the 
chronicle might readily be extended 
almost Indefinitely, so general is wom- 
anhood’s advance along industrial and 
commercial lines. Brooklyn has recog- 
nized her business capacity by admit- 
ting Mrs. Phoebe Aymar to its Board 
of Trade, and more than half a hun- 
dred American cities have paid Mrs. 
Caroline B. Crane $100 a day to act 
as their “municipal sanitarian.’’ Bos- 
ton may decline to allow women to 
act as notaries public (as that me- 
tropolis did in early November,) but 
Ohio counterbalances the move by 
throwing open to their activities the! 
office of public accountant. Paris, they 
say. is steadily driving the woman 
cabby out of what lately promised to 
be a lucrative work, but into the 
other balance of the scales are to be 
thrown such new feminist opportuni- 
ties as diving, managing dining cars 
and coaching football teams. 

Yet a further word is to be said of 
women as soldiers: no entirely un- 
heard of idea, with Zenobia and 
Jeanne d' Are and Moll Pitcher and 
a few dozen other such immortalized 
by history, though a somewhat un- 
usual phase of the question even then. 
Some 700 Grecian women of the 
Korytze district have formed them- 
selves into a battalion quite as did 
their sisters of Missolonghi in the 
days of the war of Hellenic indepen- 
dence, and the women of France have 
sent to President Poincare a petition, 
bearing over 1000 signatures, asking 
that a law be passed authorizing them 
to serve as reserve troops in case of 
national need. 

“THE WOMAN'S CLUB.” 


All of which suggests the woman 
policeman. Clearly she hag come to 
stay—and equally clearly is she prov- 
ing how the woman's club movement 
is spreading. It was in 1910 that Mrs. 
Alice Stebbins Wells was appointed 
by the Los Angeles authorities the 
first uniformed woman police officer 
in the country. She proved a failure: 
but others are doing good work in 
San Francisco, St. Paul, Kanes City 
and Chicago, with Denver, Oshkosh, 
Philadelphia and Pittsburgh consider- 
ing the advisability of like appoint- 
ments. Mrs. Isabella Goodwin and 
Miss Edith King are in detective 
work, the one in New York City and 
the other for the Navy Department. 
New Orleans has for deputy marshal 
Mise Edith Koch and Gregory county, 
South Dakota, has made Mrs. N. A. 
Wood ite Sheriff. Small wonder, in 
view of the successful working out of 


Inspector of Police at Leyden, Hol- 
land. 


In the relative brevity necessarily 
imposed upon any such summary as 
this, it is not possible to do much 
more than indicate some of the new 
channels which women's work has 
found for the exercise of their re- 
source and skill, and to point out 
where they have most noticeatily en- 
larged their opportunities in fields 
earlier opened to them Does it not 
all indicate, as Pope did not say, that, 
in these later (and saner) days, the 
proper study of mankind is—woman?

Four-Story Dwelling Built in 
Twenty-four Hours in Canadian 
City. 


[New York Sun: The City of 
Hamilton, Ontario, one of the most 
progressive in Canada, has just been 
celebrating its centenary and, to show 
what they can do, the citizens decided 


to build a house in twenty-four hours. 
And they succeeded not only in builld- 
ing it, but In plastering and decorating 
it and installing the furniture within 
the stipulated time. 

Between 300 and 400 men under- 
took the work, which was carried on 
throughout the night by the aid of arc 
lamps. They started with an empty 
piece.of ground, put in cement founda- 
tions with brick facings, carried on 
the carpentering simultaneously with 
the bricklaying, using a special quick 
drying plaster, painted the house with 
two coats of hard white enamel finish, 
and then installed the furniture, car- 
pets, curtains and draperies, no detail 
being overlooked, even in the attic. 

The bulil@ing, which is thirty-four 

by thirty-tHree feet outside measure- 
ment, may properly be caleld one of 
four stories, having a basement, first 
and second story and finished attic. 
It contains in all nine rooms, and 
conforms in every detail to the very 
stringent building by-laws of the city, 
so that there can be no suggestion of 
it being “jerry built“ property. 
When the house was finished a smal! 
charge was made for admission, each 
admission entitling the person to 
guess at the number of beans in a 
bottle in the grounds. A young man 
who guessed the correct number won 
the house, which is worth about 
$3000.
